Applicant is advised that should claim 15 be found allowable, claim 16 will be objected 
to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, 
despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other 
as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of claims 5, 6, 13, 
and 15 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5, 6, 13, 15, and-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The original specification does not describe the specific claim combinations now 
presented. There is no description in the original disclosure for the combination of the dustproof 
cushion having an annular wall that projects upwardly from an inner periphery of the axial hole 
with the sleeve bearing including an oil-returning groove on and end surface (claim 5), nor with 
two such oil-returning grooves and a longitudinally extended oil guiding groove on an outer 
circumference of the sleeve bearing (claim 6). There is no description in the original disclosure 
for the combination of the dustproof cushion having a buffer space connected with an end of the 
oil-returning grooves proximate the axial hole with the sleeve bearing including an oil-returning 
groove on an end surface (claim 13). There is no description in the original disclosure for the 
dustproof cushion mounted in the axial tube spaced a predetermined distance from an end 
surface of the sleeve bearing with the sleeve bearing including an oil-returning groove on an end 
surface (claims 15 and 16). 
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The features of the above claims have been defined with respect to distinct embodiments. 
There is no description in the original disclosure that the features of the embodiments could be 
combined. Therefore the combination of features from distinct embodiments is unsupported by 
the original disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 18 and 19 lack a proper antecedent for "the oil-returning groove". 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-12, 14, 17, and 20 are allowed. 

Claims 18 and 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
